“I hope to have definite news this 
afternoon," General Berenguer said 
in reference to formation of the cabi­ 
net which would continue with dicta­ 
torial powers until constitutional gov­ 
ernment is re-established. 
"Some of 
the ministers I invited to join the 
government are out of town and I 
had to telephone them. There is no­ 
thing more so far.” 
He was accompanied by his brother. 
Major Luis Berenguer. 
The morning passed quietly after 
exciting demonstrations and clashes 
In the streets last night.

of the inquiries seem out of plaee, however, the subject may re­ 
quire the enum erator to show' the specific questions on his govern 
ment list. 
Federal law provides that any person who fails to answ er tile 
questions to the i>est of his ability will Im* subject lo (lie maximum 
l>enalt.v of $100 fine and OO days im prisonment. 
Your conduct in answ ering the questions shall is* governed 
entirely by yourself, Mr. london said. 
Census taking will hi 
started in ail Minnesota communities April 2 and will continue 
until the work is completed. 
Each county will be alloted a cer­ 
tain num ber of enum erators, ranging from IO to 200, according 
to the population reported in the last census. 
During the taking of the last census, the publicity commit­ 
tee of the Chamber of Commerce offered its assistance to enum er­ 
ators in Brainerd and sought to find, if possible, any people wh( 
m ight have escaped tieing enumerated. 
For instance, one enum er­ 
a to r had difficulty checking people who Ii vet! in small houses that 
were not numbered and were located on the outskirts or near city 
limits on streets unm arked by signs. 
Another found groups of 
rail workers w’ho had lived for months in ears.

families on ground and top floors, but had omitted to check the 
basements.

“Our public schools have as th eir objective universal educa­ 
tion sufficiently bioral to meet the defrauds of modern society am 
to serve the interests of each individual citizen,” said J. M. Mc 
Connell, state commissioner of education, in an interview. 
In the past few years any observer in educational m atters 
will have noted the fact that the value of a high school education 
is more appreciated, that more children are taking advantage el 
such tuition, that parents are assenting to have their children 
continue studies instead of cutting school lilt* abruptly and put­ 
ting them to work at gainful occupations. 
That idea of continu­ 
ing educational advantages by sending children to the Brainerd 
high school is taking root in the rural communities and gradually 
a larger percentage is attending high school here. 
According to figures given by Mr. McConnell, ii is interest­ 
ing to note that 20 years ago one boy in 12 entered high school* 
today it is one in five.

government will take action against you, George M. Landon, cen­ 
sus supervisor, has warned. 
Landon advised Minnesota residents to answer all questions 
asked by the census takers, even the most personal ones. 
If some 
of the inquiries seem out of place, however, the subject may re­ 
quire the enumerator to show the specific questions on his govern­ 
ment list. 
Federal law provides that any person who fails to answer the 
questions to the best of his ability will be subject*to the maximum 
penalty of $100 fine and 60 days imprisonment. 
Your conduct in answering the questions shall be governed 
entirely by yourself, Mr. Landon said. 
Census taking will he 
started in all Minnesota communities April 2 and will continue 
until the work is completed. 
Each county will be alloted a cer­ 
tain number of enumerators, ranging from IO to 200, according 
to the population reported in the last census. 
During the taking of the last census, the publicity commit­ 
tee of the Chamber of Commerce offered its assistance to enumer­ 
ators in Brainerd and sought to find, if possible, any people who 
might have escaped being enumerated. For instance, one enumer­ 
ator had difficulty checking people who lived in small houses that 
were not numbered and were located on the outskirts or near city 
limits on streets unmarked by signs. 
Another found groups of 
rail workers who had lived for months in cars. 
Another located 
families on ground and top floors, but had omitted to check the 
basements. 
lf the census taking is made a community affair, with every­ 
body interested and willing to give information and to assist hav­ 
ing enumerated those who have been unintentionally omitted, a 
most satisfying record can be made. 
The census means much nationally and locally. 
Representa­ 
tion in congress, classification of cities in many ways, industrial 
and employment statistics, all information of the most vital kind 
and used as a reference for many years thereafter. 
So assist the 
enumerator in every possible way and make his mission successful. 


High School education. 


“Our public schools have as their objective universal educa­ 
tion sufficiently liberal to m e n th e dejnands of modern society and 
to serve the interests of each individual citizen,” said J. M. Mc­ 
Connell, state commissioner of education, in an interview. 
In the past few years any observer in educational matters 
will have noted the fact that the value of a high school education 
is more appreciated, that more children are taking advantage of 
such tuition, that parents are assenting to have their children 
continue studies instead of cutting school life abruptly and put­ 
ting them to work at gainful occupations. 
That idea of continu­ 
ing educational advantages by sending children to the Brainerd 
high school is taking root in the rural communities and gradually 
a larger paren tag e is attending high school here. 
According to figures given by Mr. McConnell, it is interest­ 
ing to note that 20 years ago one boy in 12 entered high school, 
today it is one in five. Twenty years ago one boy iii iHK) went to 
college, now it is one in IOO. 
In Minnesota 20 years ago enrollment in round numbers was 
27,000 with 3,600 graduates. Today the' enrollment is 91,500 with 
15,500 graduates. 
Twenty years ago the percentage of enroll­ 
ment graduating from the high school was 13 per cent. 
In 1929 
it was over IG per cent.

February Id Last Day to Let Auto Flatts 


If you have not already applied for your 1930 auto license 
plates, you had better do so soon. 
A Highway bulletin reminds 
us that February 15 is tile last date upon which application can 
lie made without penalty. The penalty is 25 cents per day for ton 
days, and $1 per month thereafter. 
To some the tax may seem high. 
But the bulletin points out 
that in Minnesota the license fee is in lieu of the personal prop­ 
erty tax. 
In 35 other states car owners pay a personal property 
tax in addition to the license tax. 
Besides this, car owners in 
many cities pay a wheelage tax. 
In Chicago the wheelage tax is 
about equal to the state license tax. 
This may be termed the “good roads tax.” 
Tile ‘‘bad roads 
tax ” on any car far exceeds the cost of the former, for it means 
depreciation of equipment., heavy wear on tires and parts, mort' 
oil and gasoline, higher costs to operate.

“Know ledge and enthusiasm m ust 
be centered 
in the right 
direction. 
K nowledge m isdirected spells danger, 
not safety. 
Selfishness and greed are 
m ost dangerous w hen hacked by cun­ 
ning, and the m ost dangerous rascal 
is the educated lascal. 
M isdirected 
enthusiasm is no less dangerous than 
m isdirected know ledge,” continued the 
governor. 
“Life m ust be directed to­ 
w ard a purpose and an ideal. 
Ho who 
is bound now here gets now here. Those 
who are really useful in life are those 
who determ ined early w hat they would 
do and be. 
“The crow ning achievem ent of edu­ 
cation then,” he said in conclusion, “is 
not the im planting of knowledge, nor 
even the im planting of enthusiasm , 
but the holding up of an ideal before 
the boys and girls.
